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Vitamin A and Carotene 


A Study of the Vitamin A Activity and Carotene Content of Butterfat 
From Ayrshire, Guernsey, Holstein and Jersey Cows 
T. S. SUTTON and W. E. KRAUSS, Ohio Experiment Station 


IFFERENCES in the intensity of yellow color in the 
Douitertat from different breeds of dairy cattle kept 
under similar conditions of feeding and management 
have long been noted, but until recently the nutritive sig- 
nificance of these differences has received little attention. 
It is now generally believed that the yellow color of but- 
terfat is due almost entirely to carotene, an orange-yellow 
pigment. Carotene is called the precursor of vitamin A, 
because, when fed, it gives a response comparable to that 
obtained when other known sources of vitamin A are fed. 
One might conclude from this that the degree of yellow 
color in a sample of butterfat would be an index to its 
vitamin A activity. This does not necessarily follow, be- 
cause true vitamin A is colorless and it has been shown 
that the total vitamin A activity of butterfat cannot be 
accounted for on the basis of its carotene content. Be- 
cause of the relationship between carotene and vitamin 
A and because of the wide variation that exists between 
dairy breeds and even between individuals of the same 
breed with respect to the degree of yellow color in the 
butterfat produced, a study was made of the carotene con- 
tent and vitamin A activity of butterfat produced by repre- 
sentatives of the four major breeds of dairy cattle. 


Experimental 

Feeding—Five cows of each of the Ayrshire, Guern- 
sey, Jersey, and Holstein breeds were used in each of 2 
Successive years. During the second year different indi- 
viduals were used in all breed groups except the Jersey, 
it Which there were two duplications. Alf the cows were 
given the same feeds and were handled similarly. The 
cows were weighed on 3 successive days each month and 
the average weight was used as a basis for hay and silage 
feeding. Alfalfa hay was fed at the rate of 1 pound and 
corn silage at the rate of 3 pounds per 100 pounds of live 
weight. Silage was weighed to the nearest pound and 
hay to the nearest half pound. The hay fed during the 
frst winter of the experiment had considerably more 
green color than that fed during the second winter. The 
stain mixture was made up of materials low in vitamin 
A activity and was fed on the basis of milk production; 
'. @, the Ayrshires and Holsteins received 1 pound of 
a for each 4 pounds of milk, and the Jerseys and 
slernseys, 1 pound of grain for each 3 pounds of milk. 
Preparation of samples—After a preliminary feed- 
po beriod of approximately 6 weeks, milk samples were 
: ected over a 3-day period and thereafter at intervals of 
— during the winter feeding period. During the 
od year, three samples from each breed were collected 
a the animals were on winter feed. During the sec- 
oo year the cows were started on the feeding schedule 
ro in the season and two samples from each breed were 
ms ~ during March and April. The cows were turned on

In all, six samples from each 
breed were taken. 


Aliquot parts of the milk obtained during the 3-day 
sample periods were separated and the cream churned 
while still sweet. The butter was melted, washed, filtered, 
and the resulting fat stored in a refrigerator at a tempera- 
ture ranging from 0° to —4° C, (32°.to 25° F.). 


Vitamin A assays—The butterfats obtained as pre- 


viously described were assayed for vitamin A potency, 
using the standard technique with rats for this purpose. 
In general, a curative assay consists of placing weanling 
rats on a vitamin A-free diet until growth ceases and then 


feeding daily definite quantities of the material to be 
tested. The resulting growth over a 4- to 8-week period 
is used as a measure of vitamin A activity. In a preven- 
tive assay the material to be tested is fed as soon as the 
animals are placed on the A-deficient diet. 


Figure 1 shows graphically the results obtained with 
the individual samples in a 5-week curative trial. The 
same number of rats was started on each sample by only 
those surviving were included in the growth curves. The 
pasture samples were of such high potency that as little 
as 25 milligrams daily restored almost normal growth in 
all groups. No curves are shown to illustrate this. It 
will be noted that a consistent difference in response was 
obtained between Holstein and Guernsey fats on the one 
hand and Jersey and Ayrshire fats on the other, the 
former two giving a definitely greater response than the 
latter two. Although the numbers of rats on which the 
curves are based is small, the responses are indicative 
of breed differences.

To obtain further evidence on this point the six sam- 
ples of each breed were composited and then assayed for 
vitamin A by both the curative and preventive procedures. 
Two series of curative trials were run: In the first, 45 
milligrams of fat were fed daily, and in the second, 30 
milligrams. The results of these trials are summarized in 
Tables 1 and 2. It will be noted from both tables that 
the Ayrshire and Jersey fats gave similar responses, as 
did the Holstein and Guernsey fats. The latter two, how- 


ever, gave definitely greater responses than did the first 
two.

In a preventive trial the composite samples were fed 
at the rate of 30 milligrams daily for 8 weeks. The re- 
sults (Table 3) again show that the Guernsey and Hol- 
stein fats were approximately equal in vitamin A activity 
and superior to the Ayrshire and Jersey fats. However, 
in this trial, the superiority of the Guernsey and Holstein 
fats over the Jersey fat is not statistically significant. 

Carotene determinations—The carotene figures re- 
ported in Table 4 show the differences that exist in the 
yellow color of butterfat within the breeds and between 
breeds. Pasture conditions (after one month on grass), 
winter feeding (at the end of the winter feeding period), 
and the composite picture of all the samples for each 
breed are included.

It can readily be seen from Table 4 that in this ey. 
periment, when the conditions of feeding and management 
were alike, the amount of carotene per unit of butterfat 
produced ranged, in ascending order, as follows: Aryshire 
Holstein, Jersey, and Guernsey. Under pasture feeding 
conditions, the variation between breeds was greater, but 
the order of potency remained the same. It is interesting 
to note that the amount of carotene in the fat of winter. 
fed Ayrshires and Holsteins increased 3.3 and 4.1 times 
respectively, after the cows had access. to pasture: 
whereas the Jersey and Guernsey fats increased in caro. 
tene about six times under the same conditions.

Discussion 


These trials indicate that definite breed differences 
exist both with respect to the amount of carotene and 
the vitamin A activity per unit of fat produced. That 
these differences cannot be explained on the basis of caro- 
tene intake is shown in Table 5. Hay, silage, and pasture 
furnished practically all of the carotene consumed by 
the cows in this experiment. Since it was not possible to 
keep a record of the amount of pasture consumed, the 
relative carotene intakes of the breeds must be based on 
silage and hay consumption. Were carotene intake the 
only factor in determining vitamin A activity of the fat 
produced, Holstein butterfat would be exceeded in vitamin 
A activity by both the Ayrshire and Guernsey fats, and the 
Jersey butterfat would be exceeded by all the others. As 
shown above, this was not the case. It should be pointed 
out that the Jerseys produced more butterfat per unit of 
carotene-containing feeds consumed than any of the 
breeds. If all the breeds were equally efficient in using 
the carotene of the feeds, the Jersey butterfats should have 
contained the least vitamin activity per unit of fat. Like 
wise, since Guernseys produced the least fat per unit of 
carotene-bearing feeds, the vitamin A activity of their fa! 
should have been highest.

Johanna Lad, Jr., and a group of his daughters from my old 
friend, M. S. Nye; J. M. Hackney’s Arden Farms, where the oldest 
daughters of King Segis Pontiac Count were just starting to do 
things, and W. S. Moscrip of Lake Elmo, who had mopped up 
the big-time, including the National, in 1910 with Sir Beets 
Cornucopia Netherland and company — and was starting to use 
Johanna Bonheur Champion who was just an awkward youngster 
hidden away in the horse barn. 

At the time of my visit, Mr. Moscrip had but recently acquired 
the North Star Farm at Lake Elmo where he has since lived; 
the barns were brand new and my story (in the World of January 
16, 1915) waxed enthusiastic over the model convenience of the 
equipment and the wondrous fertility of this farm in a land of 
plenty. May I say that now after 22 more years have rolled 
around, with visits to North Star of reasonable frequency in the 
interim, I still admire the practical, well groomed North Star 
building lay-out, and thrill at the sight of those fertile acres, 
which I have often said composed the best farm in the United 
States. ‘‘Doc’’ Burlingham, down at the National in Dallas, 
when presenting Judge Moscrip with a ten-gallon hat in honor 
of the occasion, said he had heard Bill Moscrip referred to as the 
“best farmer in America.’’ Perhaps the two go together — and 
one proves the other — the best farmer, and still the best farm 
after 22 years of husbandry. The 215 acres of that day has now 
increased to 280 by judicious purchase of adjoining property. 

For one reason or another, it had been several years since I 
had had an opportunity to give the North Star herd a good look- 
ing over. What I saw in late August of 1936 was a delightful 
treat — a herd, nearly all young, and entirely home-bred, which 
fully measured up in quality and type with the North Star herds 
of an earlier day when the owner was scouring the ‘‘Homestead” 
territory around Jefferson County, Wisconsin, to pick up the 
choicest individuals he could find to purchase. I could wish he 
would get back into the show game again. 

The herd now numbers around 115 head, and is built largely 
on those famous earlier North Star herd sires, Johanna Bonheur 
Champion and Bessie Fobes Oak Homestead. This combination 
produced North Star Joe Homestead, a former All-American who

H. I. R. TESTING AND A. R. O. TESTING 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

Have noticed the discussion going on in the Round 
Table concerning herd improvement records and A. R. 
testing. Some of our good friends seem to criticize A. R. 
records aS not being of much value in the progress of 
our breed, contending that Herd Improvement will do 
more in the breeding of, better cows. Having spent the 
last four years under the good ones four times a day, 
and having seen considerable of herd testing, I would 
like to express my views. 

What type of testing is it that has brought our breed 
to the fore in the last 20 years? Is it not A. R. O. rec- 
ords, the Holstein cow proving herself supreme in the 
production of butterfat? True the Cow Testing Associa- 
tions have done their bit also, but to me C. T. A. testing 
is more aS a means to cull out the poor producers than 
as a means of determining the real value of a certain 
individual as a breeder and should be used as such. 
H. I. R. testing is just another name for C. T. A. work 
and cannot see where it is of any more value. Here is 
the reason: Cows run on herd test are somewhat limited 
in feed and care so that the real good cows are handi- 
capped while the poorer ones make about their limit. 
Then how are you going to determine just how your 
real good ones rate? You cannot do it with your herd 
test as your heavy producer does not get a chance to 
produce her maximum. The only real test of cow is 
your A. R. test where she is milked three or four times 
a day, preferably four, so that her udder can handle the 
maximum amount of milk which she is able to produce. 
She has then had from 8 to 10 weeks’ rest, has then 
freshened in good condition and is fed and cared for so 
as to get her maximum production for the year. Then 
you know how good your cow really is. It has been 
said that the human element has too much to do with an 
A. R. record. It has not. One would infer from that 
statement that a good feeder could make a 1,000 Ibs. 
on most any cow. No, unless she has the inherent abil- 
ity, the capacity to handle the feed, the udder and mam- 
mary development required—I don’t care how good a 
feeder you are, you can’t make 1,000 lbs. on her. No, 
the human element has just as much to do with your 
herd test, especially with the herd averages if you are 
lucky enough not to have too much breeding troubles, 
garget, injured teats, etc., which cut down herd aver- 
ages and have a lot of fresh cows in a certain year, you 
may make a swell average. 


Are A. R. records forced? They are not. we just 
feed them the amount that they produce the best on. I 
have yet to feed a test cow more than 20 lbs. a day of 
grain. You will find that cows that have been run on 
A. R. test go back in the regular milking string none the 
worse for the experience. True, some may become cystic 
for a time; some may become non-breeders, but don’t 
blame them all on the A. R. test as you see plenty of 
them in cows that have never been on test. Your per- 
centage of these cases caused by being run on A. R. test 
are very small in my experience. 


How are we going to breed better ones if we do not 
have the A. R. records to go by? It is easy enough to 
improve our lower producers, but how about our high 
Producers, the real money makers? To improve these 
We must mate them to offspring of cows that have proven 
themselves as high producers. Does it pay to run cows 
mA. R. test? The extra production will take care of 
Most of the additional expense, and take a look at the 
ry averages just published in the World. They speak 
“ themselves, bulls from A. R. dams averaging better 


— twice as nfuch as from dams with H. I. R. records. 
es it then pay? 


‘ How would our pedigrees look with the A. R. records 
on ped? A four-generation pedigree, the previous gen- 
‘tations with records of say from 900 to 1,100 lbs., and 
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the dam of the calf an H. I. R. record of from 500 to 700 
lbs. Try to sell it on such a pedigree at a good price, and 
methinks you will have some job. For instance, imagine 
Ray Arnold here at Elmwood trying to sell bulls from 
dams with H. I. R. records of from 500 to 700 lbs. for 
$1,000 up to $5,000. Ha, ha, don’t make me laugh! 

I firmly believe that the breed will make greater 
progress if the old C. T. A. is encouraged to keep the 
boarders and low producers out, and cut down the ex- 
pense of the A. R. O. tests, forget about the H. I. R. and 
confine itself to Classes A B C, as we are now getting 
so many classifications in testing that it is getting cum- 
bersome, next to impossible to make a comparison be- 
tween one and the other.

EVALUATING RECORDS 
Editor, Holstein-Friesian World: 

There are so many perplexing contradictions in this 
cattle breeding business. <A publication such as “The 
Holstein-Friesian World” can be a potent influence for 
developing superior thought on breeding questions and 
clearing up some of these contradictions. I would like 
to see some candid discussions on the subject of ‘‘Choos- 
ing a herd sire’’. 

If the following deductions are logical, one cannot 
place too much confidence in the padded and superficial 
records of many females in a given pedigree of a bull 
calf. I have before me the pedigree of a bull calf that 
is offered for sale at the “bargain” price of $500.00. The 
dam of this bull calf has, according to the pedigree, a 
565 day Class A record of 1,000 lbs. of butter. The 
other females in a three generation pedigeree show no 
record higher than that of the dam of the bull calf. The 
multi colored pedigree also says that the sire of the calf 
has several 1,000 lb. butter daughters. I would now like 
to make some deductions which may well apply to all these 
1,000 lb. butter records. If these deductions are not 
fair to the cow will someone put me straight? I will put 
down some figures and then explain their significance. 
1000 lbs. K .80 = 800 Ibs. fat 

800 lbs. X .73 = 584 Ibs. fat reduced to Class C 

584 lbs. X .70 = 409 Ibs. fat reduced to Herd test 
basis 

409 lbs. X .84 = 343 lbs. fat reduced to 305 basis 

1. This 1,000 lb. butter record was deflated to the 
figures of the cow tester when they are sent to the Ad- 
vanced Registry office. Thus 800 lbs. fat. 

2. The great majority of cows are milked twice a 
day so this 800 lbs. fat Class A record has further been 
made to conform to almost universal conditions, at least 
farm conditions. We now have in Class C 584 Ibs. of fat. 

3. The records on file in the Advanced Registry Of- 
fice, show that herd tested cows average approximately 
70% as high as cows on Advanced Registry. Is it logical 
to assume that cows on herd test if given similar condi- 
tions would have been as good producers as the cows 
having A. R. records? If they were given long dry pe- 
riods, fed expensive feeds, kept in box stalls, and other- 
wise pampered, wouldn’t the records of all cows on herd 
test equal the records of A. R. cows? They possibly 
would. Put this 1,000 lb. butter cow in a stanchion 
and breed her to drop a calf each year and we are assum- 
ing that she would possibly make 409 Ibs. of fat or 70% 
of her A. R. record in Class C. Oh yes! We have to get 
the record down to a 305 day basis. 


4. To make the 1,000 lb. butter dam, also the other 
1,000 lb. butter females in the pedigree, and the 1,000 Ib. 
butter paternal sisters of this $500.00 bull calf more 
comparable with cows under ordinary farm conditions, 
the record should further be reduced to a 305 day basis. 
We consequently have our 1,000 lb. butter cow minus 


the excess baggage with a Class C, 305 day record of 
354 lbs. of fat. 


As I “leaf” through the recent Red Books and notice the 
low herd test production records, of many sons of highly 
advertised sires and dams I am convinced this is a better 
way to appraise a pedigree. Furthermore several 1,000 
lb. butter cows put on herd test in herds of our acquaint- 
ance have proven to our satisfaction that this deflation 
idea is not too illogical. 

I am inclined to wonder if this “make believe’ that

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The Dairy Situation 


HE Bureau of Agricultural Economics presents the 

following summary of the general dairy situation, 

as of February 1: 

“Total milk production on February 1. was 
somewhat greater than a vear earlier, but the in- 
crease in production January 1 to February 1 was 
unusually small. Relatively low prices of milk and 
butterfat compared with many other farm products 
and the shortage of feed are tending to curtail pro- 
duction. Storage stocks of dairy products, however, 
are above average. The production situation has 
tended to strengthen prices. Butter prices have not 
made their usual seasonal decline since the first of 
the year. The movement of manufactured dairy 
products into consuming channels in December was 
large compared with other years. Consumption of 
fluid milk, cream, ice cream is increasing from 
the low levels of recent years.”’ 

Leading economists in the dairy field predict that 
prices of dairy products will continue an upward trend 
for the next several years. In particular, we note a re- 
cent statement by Dr. Leland Spencer of Cornell Univer- 
sity in Farm Economics, in which he expresses his views 
in the following language, ‘‘Prices of basic commodities 
have been rising, not only in the United States, but 
throughout the world. It is expected that this upward 
trend will continue for several years. Past experience 
indicates that milk prices are almost sure to follow.” 


Milk Control 


TATE control of milk marketing, with various degrees 
of price fixing, has been in operation now for nearly 
four years in many states where demoralization of 

markets and ruinous prices to producers were threatening 
the very existence of the industry. At the outset, they 
were of undoubtedly large benefit to producers. In 
states not burdened with heavy surplus production, or in 
which uncontrollable inter-state shipments were not a 
large factor, they continue to function with reasonable 
satisfaction. 

The New England States have had plenty of troubles 
in enforcement, and the same has been true in increasing 
degree in New York State, which pioneered this work, and 
whose legislature is now considering the question of re- 
newing milk control beyond its present April 1. expira- 
tion date. 

A joint legislative committee has been conducting a 
series of public hearings to attempt to determine producer 
sentiment, as well as that of distributor and consumer. 
There is a wide divergence of ideas among producers. 
Most outspoken in favor of complete abolition of state 
control have been representatives of the Sheffield Farm 
Producers Cooperative Association, strongly urged to this 
action by the parent Sheffield Farms Co. Many individual 
dairymen, including many of the less vocal Sheffield 
members, feel just as strongly that state control should 
not be ended abruptly without some protection for pro- 
ducer interests set up to take its place. 
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With this view we have considerable sympathy. A 
price war would be almost certain to result in the New 
York City Market, and while the current prices for butter 
and cheese would tend to put a bottom under the prices 
at which the big milk companies could buy for fluid dis- 
tribution far above the demoralizing prices just preced- 
ing “Control,” it would largely be the producers’ blood 
that would be shed in such a war. Perhaps, it would 
be desirable to have it and get it over with. State price 
fixing at present, we feel, is of very little benefit to pro- 
ducers except as it holds some of the very substantial 
gains that it brought during 1933 and 193 

We would like to see the industry given an opportu- 
nity to try to work out its own problems by direct nego- 
tiation producer and distributor, with the Milk Control 
authority acting as a referee—actually setting prices in 
any market only when the market itself could not reach 
an agreement, and then, having the responsibility of 
enforcing all agreements on prices. 

Arguments against continuance of state milk control 
include its inability to control effectually in markets 
where inter-state milk is a factor (as in New York City); 
the fact that it moves too slowly in a time when market 
conditions indicate and justify price increases; penal- 
ization of honest dealers who try to live up to the rules; 
and, finally, the ever-present spectre of politics. If milk 
control in New York State goes “out the window” on 
April 1, the industry will gain to the extent that these 
are fair cyitcisms. But the effect may be like a major 
operation, crippling for a time, and then better health. 
We should prefer to see the same result reached more 
gradually by means less expensive for the patient. 





Vaccination Sentiment Increasing 


E commend the constructive resolutions adopted 
W last month by the New England breeders in re- 

gard to Bang’s Disease problems. C. L. Clevenger, 
of Mount Hope Farm, called the conference, represent- 
ing all breeds, in his capacity as chairman of the Animal 
Health Committee of the North Atlantic Division of the 
American Society of Animal Production. 

These resolutions, which are appended herewith, call 
for action on several phases of the question which are 
holding back this program and causing breeders untold 
losses and annoyance. They relate to the use of stan- 
dardized antigen in making blood tests, adoption of uni- 
form technique and interpretation of results; uniform 
regulations by the various states governing interstate 
shipments, and definite recognition of calfhood vaccina- 
tion in conjunction with the blood testing program. A 
separate conference of Massachusetts breeders under the 
same auspices recommended the establishment of quar- 
antine areas in the State in which all calves would be 
vaccinated between the ages of four and eight months. 


Now these are real problems which our breeders are 
facing. The blood testing program is making great 
strides. In December 1936, a report from the Bureau of 
Animal Industry reported a summary of Bang’s Disease 
work in cooperation with the various states. During 
this month, blood tests were made on 699,808 cattle in 
53,305 herds. Of these 413,781 cattle in 43,386 herds 
were negative, while 9,919 herds, containing 285,299 
cattle, showed infection, some 35,173 head being listed 
as reactors, just over 5% of the number tested. Over 
7,000,000 cattle in 595,463 herds are under supervision 
for this test (under supervision for T. B. eradication 
work the same month were 61,311,848 cattle in 6. 
680,286 herds). 

Each state has its own type of regulations governilé 
admittance of cattle from other states; each has its ow? 
rules and methods of procedure and interpretation of 
the test. There is no uniformity, and perhaps it is to? 
much to expect that there should be, because of the 
different conditions and different problems arising from 
them. However, it is disconcerting to find that an anr 
mal that is in perfectly good standing in one state may 
be classified as a dangerous reactor in another on the 
same data; that an animal may show an entirely differ 
ent reaction when the same blood sample is tested by 
two different laboratories. Breeders are practically 
forced to go into the blood testing program whethe 
they believe in it or not, in order to sell their surplus 
stock. City health ordinances more and more are Te 
quiring supplies from negative herds. But it is frequent 
ly a highly expensive program, which breeders Wl 
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shoulder with better grace if they could be as sure as 
they are with tuberculosis that they would not sooner or 
later have to do the job all over again, and that the 
work of years would not be undone by some little slip 
peyond their power to control. 

We have had a growing conviction that the problem 
would never be really solved until some reliable method 
of immunization could be developed. The U. S. Bureau 
of Animal Industry has been doing much valuable ex- 
perimental work along the line of calf vaccination, and is 
now greatly expanding this work under practical field 
conditions. Many of our recognized authorities regard 
this program as still decidedly experimental, and feel 
that any great dependence upon it at present is fraught 
with grave risks. They fear also that breeders will be 
victimized by irresponsible vaccine manufacturers. 


In spite of this general attitude by officials, there has 
been a great and growing interest by breeders in vac- 
cination, particularly calf vaccination, as a means of 
control of Bang’s Disease. The resolutions by the New 
England breeders are only one manifestation of it. We 
now find many of our state college authorities who for- 
merly opposed vaccination completely, using it as a 
means of working out problems in herds that are having 
abortion troubles. It is very evident that we shall have 
much additional practical data on the subject within 
another year. 


We append the resolutions adopted by the New Eng- 
land breeders’ conference: 


At a conference called by C. L. Clevenger, chairman 
of the Animal Health Committee of the North Atlantic 
Division of the American Society of Anima: Production, 
held at Springfield, Mass., February 17, 1937, and at- 
tended by representative breeders from Massachusetts 
for the purpose of discussing Bang’s Disease regula- 
tions, the following recommendation was drafted to be 
submitted to the Commissioner of Agriculture and to the 
chairman of the argicultural committee of the legisla- 
ture of Massachusetts: 


We urge that quarantine areas be voluntarily estab- 
lished in the cattle raising sections of the state where, 
through cooperative work between the State Department 
of Agriculture and all the cattle owners in the area, that 
all calves between four and eight months of age shall be 
vaccinated with recognized vaccine. That the expense 
of the program be borne equally by the farm and the 
state. 

At a conference called by C. L. Clevenger. Chairman 
of the Animal Health Committee of the North Atlantic 
Division of the American Society of Animal Production, 
held at Springfield, Mass., February 17, 1937, and at- 
tended by representative breeders from Massachusetts, 
Vermont and New Hampshire for the purpose of dis- 
cussing Bang’s Disease regulations, the following rec- 
ommendations were drafted to be submitted to the 
Commissioners of Agriculture and to the chairmen of the 
agricultural committees of the legislatures of the ten 
northeastern states. 


1. In view of the present variation in readings se- 
cured from identical blood samples sent to vari- 
ous laboratories and the resulting confusion, it is 
recommended that the several states cooperate 
with the U. S. Department of Agriculture and the 
Bureau of Animal Industry in the use of stand- 
ardized antigen for official and commercial lab- 
oratories. 

2. It is urged that group conferences be held between 
State regulatory officials and laboratory men _ to 
make uniform technique and interpretation of re- 
sults and bring about standardization of same, 
particularly with reference to the classification of 
negative, suspicious or positive animals. 

*. In view of the serious hindrances to interstate 
Shipment of cattle and wide variations of require- 
ments for admitting cattle into the various states, 
it is urged that the state regulatory officials 
Should confer in an effort to bring about more 
uniform regulations. 


. In view of the widespread interest in calfhood vac- 
cination and the encouraging results obtained from 
demonstrations by the Department of Agriculture 
investigators, and in view of the economic im- 
portance of controlling this disease, it is urged 
that the calfhood vaccination program be recog- 
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nized in conjunction 
gram. 


5. We recommend the saving of valuable animals 
that react to the blood test thiough the rigid en- 
forcement of; quarantine regulations.

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July, and was milking so heavily on the circuit that even 
such an expert as Jens Bollerup found it impossible to 

hold her bloom and condtion in the heat that she had 
to go through on the circuit. There are few cows coming 
along for the 1937 aged classes that showmen are watch- 
ing more closely. 

The younger sister is Forum Varietta, by Forum 
Monogram. She was the All-American Heifer Calf of 
1936, her winnings including junior championship at the 
National Dairy Show and Iowa State Fair, and first in 
class at the Dairy Cattle Congress and Eastern States 
Exposition and Illinois and Michigan State Fairs. She 
likewise is regarded as a great propsect for development. 
“Vale” and her dam, Johanna Ormsby Colantha Lad, 
were purchased from Chas. Calverly, Minnesota, the dam 
being a granddaughter of the old Grahamholm sire, 
Dutechland Creamelle Colantha Lad. Varietta was bred 
by Mr. Larsen, after the dam became a member of the 
Forum herd. The dam a real brood cow has only a par- 
tial record, having suffered an injury while on test and 
had to be dropped, but is credited with 540 lbs. fat in 
243 days in B. 

Both of these sensational show winners are included 
in the offering of the complete Forum herd which will 
be made March 20 at the Waterloo Cattle Congress 
grounds, and which now is claiming the center of atten- 
tion for the industry. In our issue of November 14, 1936, 
we presented a somewhat detailed story of this herd and 
the striking record it has made. We will not repeat the 
facts at this time, other than to pay a word of tribute 
to the breeding genius of Holger Larsen, owner of this 
herd. Starting from scratch, without capital, he bred and 
developed one of the outstanding herds of the breed, 
selling it at auction in 1928 for a total of $33,600 for 
56 head, a $600 average. He has now demonstrated 
that his success then was no accident, for since 1928 he 
has developed another herd which has made a place for 
itself in the top flight. The 1936 show herd comprised 
over half of the whole herd, but with this small oppor- 
tunity for selection they went out over the big-time cir- 
cuit, and held their own with the best of the breed. At 
the National Dairy Show over half of all the registered 
offspring of the senior sire, Forum Monogram, were on 
exhibit, most of them in the money, two of them with 
blue ribbons. Monogram himself placed second to the 
grand champion (and later All-American winner), and 
was the only sire of any breed present with his daugh- 
ters to show up in the Production Get of Sire class. His 
entry was made up of his first 4 2-year-old daughters to 
finish their records, the four averaging 557 lbs. fat, 14,- 
354.2 lbs. milk, 3.88% fat, all in Class B, and they drew 
down second money. What is a sire like this worth? 
We will know more about it the evening of March 20!

CHAPTER of early history of Holsteins in America 
A was closed recently in the death of C. J. Lord, 

banker, at his home, Olympia, Wash., on February 
12. Mr. Lord will be remembered by the older genera- 
tion of the Holstein fraternity as the son in the firm of 
B. B. Lord & Son, Sinclairville, N. Y., who back in the 
80’s were active importers and breeders of Holsteins. It 
was to them went the honor of bringing to this country 
the later famous cow, De Kol 2d No. 734, probably the 
greatest transmitting cow of the breed. 

Discussing De Kol 2d with Mr. Lord some years ago, 
he told me that he made the trip to Holland in the sum- 
mer of 1885 to select a herd of cattle, and in making of 
several he picked as one of them De Kol 2d, not for any 
particular reason other than that she was largely white 
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in color and was a good strong yearling, while most of the 
cattle offered were largely black. He also brought in the 
same shipment her dam, De Kol 6245 H. H. B. 

Since coming to this State in the 90’s, Mr. Lord has 
shown no interest in cattle, devoting himself to his bank- 
ing interests in Olympia and elsewhere. In 1903, he was 
president of the State Bankers’ Association. He was 73 
at the time of his death. 

I have had hanging over my desk for the past 44 years 
a large framed engraving of De Kol 2d and family that 
came to me with the compliments of J. B. Dutcher & Son 
Maplecroft Farms, Pawling, N. Y., to whom this cow 
passed within a year of her arrival in America.

CONCERNING THE “OUTLOOK” 


Holsteins in Maine have been on a gradual decline 
for several years. A few years ago we had several large 


active breeding establishments. Today we have none in: 


Maine. Therefore we are concerned with the interests 
of farmer producers in this state. Producer Dealers 
have gradually shifted to mixed herds or grade herds 
due to the butterfat race. Producers supplying large 
receivers of milk have been compelled to add some color- 
ed females. 

During all this confusion the farmer breeders have 
not lost their desire or interest for Holsteins. In fact 
the experience with these other animals are convincing 
these farmer breeders of the real value of Holsteins, 
The high cost of production and low sales values are 
commencing a create a shift in the farmers thinking. 

The demand for Holstein bulls both young and of 
service age, for both pure bred and grade herds has been 
constantly increasing for the last six months. I know 
of several grade herds where purebred Holstein bulls 
have replaced grade bulls from the Holstein and colored 
breeds. 

There has been a little demand for purebred milking 
females but not nearly as active as the bull market. The 
demand for heifer calves under six months of age is 
increasing and I think this coming year farmers in 
Maine will be buying purebred heifers rather than pure- 
bred cows because of the amount of money that has to be 
invested. 

It appears to me that in Maine where the colored 
herds are so prevelant and where we are dealing entire- 
ly with farmers and producer-dealers, not breeders, our 
immediate future is dependant upon our ability to sup- 
ply bulls who are sons of sires actually proven for 
reasonably high fat for the breed. Bulls will market if 
from dams of the same qualifications that will average 
for the length of her lactation life 450 pounds butterfat 
per year on twice a day milking. D.H.I.A. thru _ the 
Bureau of Animal Industry and the States is going to 
be of material help in reestablishing on these farms 
purebred Holstein cattle and in a state like Maine our 
breed will develop as fast as we can fill the demand.

THE MAGIC OF HOLSTEIN MILK 
Editor of Holstein-Friesian World: 

The weather was unusually warm and little 1! 
months old Billy Murphy was sick. Bill’s mother was 
taking him to the baby specialist every day but his con- 
dition grew worse. When I heard of Bill’s sickness, ! 
sent his mother word that I believed pure Holstein milk 
would cure her boy. She replied that she would givé 
Holstein milk a trial as the doctor had not been able to 
help him. 

I selected a vigorous Holstein cow to furnish milk for 
Bill. I would milk about half of milk from each teat into 
the pail. Then holding a clean milk bottle in a sem 
horizontal position near the cow’s udder, milked inte 
the bottle until full and cap and cool immediately. This 
method prevented any contamination of milk by comins 
in contact with air, pail and strainer. This milk as 8002 
as cooled was delivered to Bill’s mother, who reported 
that there was a marked improvement in Bill’s condition 
within 24 hours after he quit the doctor’s prescriplol 
and commenced taking Holstein milk. I visited the pa- 
tient one week after he commenced to receive Holstell 
milk and he was playing happily. In a few weeks, Bill 
was a healthy baby. That was several years ago; today 
Bill is a healthy school boy. :

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Vitamin A and Carotene

that the results are beyond the realm of chance. This 
would indicate that the difference in vitamin A activity 
between unstandarized Jersey milk and unstandardized 
Holstein milk would be minimized or obliterated. 

Ayrshire butterfat was significantly lower in vitamin 
A activity than either Guernsey or Holstein fat. Milk 
from this breed would, then, under the same conditions 
of production, contain less vitamin A activity per quart 
than Guernsey or Holstein milk. 

No significant difference was found between the Jer- 
sey and Ayrshire fats with respect to vitamin A activity 
per unit of fat. Unstandardized Jersey milk should, 
therefore, exceed unstandarized Ayrshire milk in vitamin 
A activity, because of the larger fat percentage. 

From data to be further verified and published later 
and from work done elsewhere, the explanation for the 
lack of correlation between carotene content of butterfat 
(as measured physically or chemically) and the total 
vitamin A activity of such fat (as measured biologically) 
would seem to lie in the relative distribution in fat of the 
colored (carotene) and colorless (true vitamin A) forms of 
vitamin A which together determine vitamin A activity. 
There are apparently inherent breed characteristics which 
regulate the degree of transformation of the food source 
of vitamin A (carotene) into the colorless form in the 
process of milk fat formation. 

The results presented in this paper contribute to an 
understanding from a scientific standpoint of the varia- 
tions between breed milks with respect to two of many 
factors—carotene and vitamin A activity. How much prac- 
tical significance can be attached to these figures is prob- 
lematical. Until more is known about the vitamin A re- 
quirements of humans, any discrimination between breed 
milks on the above basis alone is questionable.—Ohio 
Experiment Station Bi-Monthly Bulletin—Jan.-Feb. 1936.

has done such wonders at Carnation 
and in Wisconsin. It produced North 
Star Omar Homestead, whose dam, 
North Star Olive Johanna, was one 
of the greatest brood cows ever to 
wear the North Star prefix; North 
Star Oliver Homestead, was another 
herd sire, out of Olive’s dam. Other 
sires that have found a place in the 
North Star breeding program have 
been North Star Ozone Champion (a 
son of Johanna Bonheur Cham- 
pion); King Mabel Segis Korndyke 
from John Bell; North Star Sarcas- 
tic Homestead and North Star Mabel 
O’Joe, another son of “Old Olive’’ by 
King Mabel Segis Korndyke. In 
most cases, these sires were put out 
for partial proving and brought back 
into the herd because of outstanding 
work. All of those with the North 
Star prefix of course were bred 
here. The herd today is made up al- 
most entirely of the daughters of 
these sires, and just starting into 
production, the daughters of one of 
the present herd sires, Jonabell 
King. This bull, bred at the Wait 
Farms in New York, was dropped in 
John A. Bell’s Jonabell herd, a son 
of Bell Farm Model from that grand 
old matron, Advocate Pride. This 
bull was selected for use in the 
North Star herd because of the fine 
work he was doing in Mr. Bell’s 
herd, and he is measuring up to all 
expectations. He is himself a bull 
of real quality. Along with him in 
service is a black youngster named 
Dunloggin Confident. He is a son of 
Dunloggin Woodmaster out of Piet- 
ertje Homestead Belle, easily one of 
the greatest mothers ot the breed. 
She is the dam of New Year Belle 
(1,038 lbs. fat in B) and of Dunlog- 
gin Bessie Homestead (706 lbs. fat 
in B at 2 years)—and others still to 
be heard from. A splendid yearling 
who will find his way back to Dun- 
loggin some time, as I understand 
it. His name was not chosen at 
random. it should, therefore, have 
been especially pleasing to Moscrip 
in his capacity as judge at the recent 
National to be able to place these 
two daughters of Pietertje Home- 
stead Belle as he did —— first prize 
83-year-old and fourth prize aged cow 
—and together first priz Produce of 
Dam, and it is testimony both to the 
quality of the animals and Judge 
Moscrip’s reputation for integrity 
that no one -—— exhibitor or ringside 
—had the slightest question that he 
had placed them exactly where they 
‘belonged, regardless of his interest 
in their young brother. 


A number of other young bulls are 
out on shares, including one of the 
most promising, a son of North Star 
Sarcastic Homestead, out of “Old 
Olive” that Dr. Graham is now using 
in his herd at Rochester, Minn. 


Mr. Moscrip was one of the first 
breeders to recognize the prime 
necessity of a good milk market in 
the successful operation of a prac- 
tical breeding establishment. He is 
now on his 28th year furnishing the 
milk supply for one of the St. Paul 
hospitals. The conduct of the herd 
has always been along practical lines 
—no forcing to get the last ounce 
possible in a high record, even at the 
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expense of destroying the breeding 
usefulness of the cow. That was one 
of the things I commented on in that 
earlier article 22 years ago — and 
it has been a cardinal principle here 
ever since. They used to milk them 
{ times a day, as a commercial meas- 
ure, preferring that schedule _ to 
three-time, but now they are milking 
everything three times a day and 
are running from 18 to 21 on A. R. 
test. They do crack out 700 and 800 
Ibs. occasionally but those that will 
go from 400 to 600 Ibs. fat year af- 
ter year are considered pretty desir- 
able cows as they are handled. In 
normal years, the major portion of 
the grain supply is home grown. 

A developing branch of activity 
at North Star Farm is the breeding 
of Percheron horses. Always an ad- 
mirer of fine horse flesh, and a keen 
judge of it, he has resisted the trend 
toward motorized farming, and has 
always done the farm work at North 
Star with four-legged horse power. 
At the present time, he has ten pure 
bred Percheron mares carefully 
selected —- and in company with a 
neighbor owns a stallion, Louis, by 
name. I don’t profess to know much 
about horses, but here is an animal 
whose regal bearing and character 
sticks out in every line. He is doing 
a fine job as a sire, and is being 
widely patronized in service in that 
section. 

At the outset, I mentioned the 
pride Mr. Moscrip took in his new 
farm and new barn, back in 1914 
when I first visited it. Improvement, 
however, is still going on. Latest 
gadget is a milking machine service 
cart, home-designed, and it is a real 
time and step-saver for the milkers. 
They have milked by machine here 
for years (DeLaval equipment). The 
service cart is fitted with a bucket of 
cholorine solution and a bucket of 
plain water, in which the teat cups 
are dipped and rinsed off after each 
cow is milked. Then at the end is a 
can containing a mild chlorine solu- 
tion and a case of paper towels to 
make it convenient to carry out the 
rule of washing hands after each 
cow. With these facilities, the de- 
tails are faithfully carried out 
whether the boys are in a hurry or 
not, and regardless of the presence 
of the “big boss’. It’s worth copy- 
ing. Equipment manufacturers please 
note. The home made variety does 
the job, however, very inexpensively. 

As a matter of fact (to use an old 
Minnesota expression (the marvel to 
me is that things go on as they seem 
to do in the Moscrip establishment. 
For years, Mr. Moscrip has been 
president of the Twin Cities Milk 
Producers’ Association, recognized 
as one of the best managed organiza- 
tions of its kind in the dairy indus- 
try. He is president of the Minne- 
sota State Live Stock Sanitary 
Board, and the Minnesota Live Stock 
Breeders’ Association; he is a direc- 
tor and superintendent of the live- 
stock department at Minnesota State 
Fair; he is a director of the Hol- 
stein-Friesian Association of Amer- 
ica, the National Dairy Show, the 
National Dairy Council and the Na- 
tional Cooperative Milk Producers’ 
Federation. He is running to Wash- 
ington or Chicago or somewhere 
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whenever you hear from him, and 
when away always has to hurry home 
for some meeting or other. Yet. 
there is no let-down in the house- 
keeping or the farming at North 
Star. Probably this is the real test 
of his managerial ability. We must 
give a meed of credit to Mrs. Mos- 
crip, to Marvin Christman, herds- 
man, and to Alfred Jensen, who is in 
general charge of the outside work. 

In addition to all of these multi- 
farious activities at home and 
abroad, the Master of North Star 
finds time to indulge in occasional 
relaxation at his camp some 200 
miles north on Gull Lake, where he 
has not only a restful camp for a 
hide-away but makes it support it-. 
self through its timber preserve. 
Fence posts come out in wholesale 
quantities and excellent tooth 
pick raw material. Formerly and 
probably yet —— a crack shot both 
in the field and over the traps, he 
finds small time for this now, al- 
though I did note back of the house 
a trap-shooting range that did not 
look entirely unused. His interests, 
and Mrs. Moscrip’s, include antiques 
in furniture and glass, of which they 
are ardent collectors. Other rather 
remarkable collections include guns 
of real museum quality and Navajo 
and other Indian blankets and rugs. 
I get the impression that Bill is 
something of an authority on this 
subject — in fact, a year or two ago 
he was formally and with fitting cer- 
emony adopted into the Chippewa 
tribe, under the name of “Wah be 
Schida be Zhe Kans’’, which being 
interpreted means Chief Black and 
White Spotted Calf. I nearly forgot 
to mention that one one time, years 
ago, young William Moscrip was 
faced with the necessity of deciding 
whether to go on as a farmer and 
live stock man or pursue the serious 
study of vocal music. The sudden 
death of his father, necessitating his 
leaving school and taking charge of 
the home farm, settled the decision 
for him. His love of music and some 
degree of his musical ability still re- 
main. 


No we are not nominating Friend 
Moscrip for anything — he already 
has more jobs than one man should 
try to tackle at any one time. But 
we are glad to pay this little tribute 
to a breeder who started without 
capital and with the aid of good Hol- 
steins and good management, has 
made a place for himself at the top 
of the ladder. 


Great Lakes Exposition, at Cleve- 
land, Ohio, which drew an attendance 
of nearly four million people in 1936, 
will continue from May 29 to Sep- 
tember 6, 1937. Last year’s show 
the show was conceived, designed, 
huilt and opened all within a period 
of 80 days. With a better organiza- 
tion this year, a much broader and 
more appealing exposition is being 
planned. An early news release states 
that the scope of the exposition will 
embrace all phases of agriculture, 4 
well as enlisting the active partic! 
pation of the nation’s foremost indus- 
trial groups, but we have not yet 
been advised of any plans for a com 
petitive show of the breeding cattle.

Herd Classification has been more 
active during 1936 than at any time 
since 1930, and the year closed with 
a grand total of 4678 animals classi- 
fied, of which 260 were Excellent, 
1185 Very Good, 845 Good Plus, 
2054 Good, 305 Fair and 29 Poor. 
It is true, of course, that this does 
not represent a cross section of the 
Holstein-Friesian herds of the coun- 
try, and general classification of all 
herds would show a marked shift 
all along the line towards the lower 
brackets. Herd Clasification includes 
all males over two years of age and 
all females that have ever freshened, 
regardless of production records, age 
or condition at the time of inspection, 
but the herds so far inspected are 
much above average. For example, 
only twenty-nine out of 4678, or 
considerably less than one per cent 
of those classified, have been rated 
Poor and eliminated from the breed 
by cancellation of registration. At 
the same time, 260 of the (4678 
classified animals, or 5.5%, have 
been rated Excellent and this is 
obviously much above the average for 
the rank and file of herds through- 
out the country. So far the three 
upper groups—Excellent, Very Good 
and Plus Good—have a total of 2290, 
while the three lower groups—Good, 
Fair and Poor—have a total of 2388, 
practically equal distribution. In- 
quiries already coming in indicate 4 
further increase in Herd Classifica- 
tion during 1937, and anyone inter- 
ested may obtain copies of the rules 
and application blanks from the Ad- 
vanced Registry Office.

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TRI-COUNTY LUNCHEON 

An enthusiastic group of Holstein 
preeders from DeKalb, DuPage and 
Kane County met at a luncheon meet- 
ing Friday, February 12, 19387, at Hotel 
Baker, to listen to a most interesting 
illustrated address on “Alfalfa and 
Pastures” given by L. F. Graber, 
Professor of Agronmy, College of 
Agriculture, University of Wisconsin, 
Madison, Wisconsin. 


Throughout this section of the coun- 
try, Professor Graber is recognized as 
an authority on the above subject 
which next to breeding problems is 
one of the most important ones the 
successful breeder and milk producer 
must be informed upon; therefore, 
the Tri-County Holstein Club feels 
fortunate in having had the oppor- 
tunity to hear Professor Graber. 


Professor Graber pointed out that 
while the climate and soil in this sec- 
tion is not ideal for the raising of 
alfalfa, economic necessity had 
forced dairymen to put the soil in 
proper conditions to grow alfalfa by 
the application of lime and rock phos- 
phate. Experience has shown that 
winter conditions of alternate freez- 
ing and thawing are too severe in 
these parts to allow’ the successful 
growing of any but the hardier varie- 
ties of alfalfa, such as Grim’s, Cossack 
and Ladak alfalfas. 

At the present time, Professor 
Graber. said, the colleges of Agricul- 
ture are experimenting with different 
varieties of hardy alfalfas to find those 
kinds which are most resistant to the 
wilt disease, which comes from the 
soil and plays havoc wherever alfalfa 
is grown in large acreages. This wilt 
disease begins to show up in the sec- 
and and third year after the alfalfa 
has been seeded. Professor Graber 
suggests that where fields of alfalfa 
are planted with the idea of using 
them for hay and pasture for three to 
five years, the Cossack and Ledak 
varieties be mixed and sown as these 
are the most resistant to drought, the 
Ladek being the best, but seed is 
scarce and the cost is high. 

The speaker indicated that he felt 
sure that within the next few years, 
more and more dairy farmers would 
be putting up their first crop of alfalfa 
a8 silage using 60 to 70 Ib. of molasses 
per ton of cut alfalfa silage to pre- 
serve the green alfalfa. Tests showed 
that dairy cattle do very well on such 
silage and its use prevents a lot of 
the ordinary waste in coarse stems 
found in first cutting alfalfa hay. In 
making silage of the first cutting, Pro- 
fessor Graber cautioned against too 
early cutting of the crop in the desire 
‘o get a very green succulent silage as 
in such cases the leaf-hoppers play 
havoc with the fields. He recom- 
mended that when used for silage the 
‘top be cut at the same time as for 
lay that is when well in bloom or 
about the middle of June. If cut at 
that time, the leaf-hoppers have laid 
all their eges in the first crop and are 
auled in the barn where they do no 
tamage, whereas if cut too early the 
828 are laid in the new growth and 
~ young when hatched eat the 

ves and materially reduce the 
frowth on second and third crops. 
In the matter of pastures, Professor 
Taber pointed out that practically 
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all woodlot pastures were badly in 
need of fertilization. In answer to 
questions, he stated that even applica- 
tion of lime, manure and dragging of 
the pastures would help, but that the 
use of complete fertilizers and divi- 
sion of pastures so that the cattle 
were not allowed to roam over large 
areas and so that alternate sections of 
pasture could be used, thus giving all 
portions certain rest and growing pe- 
riods would make our local pastures 
much more profitable. 

Experience shows that fertilized 
pastures hold up under drought con- 
ditions much longer than worn out 
pastures if they are not grazed too 
close. Too close grazing eliminates 
al ladvantage gained by fertilizing. 

If an old pasture becomes infested 
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with white grubs, Professor Graber 
recommends that the surface be 
heavily limed, then thoroughly disced 
and seeded to alfalfa and sweet clover. 
This new seeding together with the 
blue grass that comes back will make 
a wonderful pasture. Timothy seed 
in addition to alfalfa seed makes a 
fine pasture mixture for the rehabilia- 
tion of worn out pastures. 

For low lands Professor Graber 
recommends canary grass for hay and 
pasture as it is very high in protein 
and can be cut twice a year, the first 
cutting to be made late in May or 
early in June. The low ground can 
usually be deeply plowed in August, 
worked up well and sown with 6 to 7 
lbs. of canary grass seed per acre, 
well harrowed in without a nurse crop.

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A Year in the Holstein Field

The fieldman territory comprising 
the North and Central section under 
the extension plan of our national 
Holstein association, comprises the 
northern two-thirds of Wisconsin, 
the upper peninsula of Michigan, 
Minnesota, South Dakota, Kansas, 
and Oklahoma, and the time of the 
fieldman in each state is apportioned 
on the basis of the number of trans- 
fers in each state. The territory 
from the standpoint of season work- 
ability is almost ideally arranged as 
work can be carried on in Kansas and 
Oklahoma during the most favorable 
season for those states, namely in 
winter, when the Holstein breeders 
have more time to attend meetings 
and foster other Holstein activities. 
Road and travel conditions in the 
other four states during January, 
February, and part of March, pre- 
vented any extensive travel and for 
that reason, taking the territory as 
a whole, the work schedule is ar- 
ranged to follow season weather con- 
ditions in order to put in the largest 
number of days of field work. 

In carrying on the extension pro- 
gram, the state organizations lay out 
their desired extension projects and 
every effort is then made to carry 
these projects to completion in each 
of the various districts. The success 
of the work has been largely due to 
this cooperation of the state organi- 
yations and should lead to a long 
time Holstein extension program that 
will keep our breed out in front in the 
Dairy Field. A summary of results of 
work by states follows from January 
1, 1936 to January 1, 1937: 

Minnesota—25 meetings and 42 
conferences were held at which there 
was an attendance of 1449; Seven 
hundred farm visits were made; 274 
members were signed up in both the 
county and state associations 
through the cooperation of the state 
secretary and committees of the 
county clubs; 10 new herds started to 
the herd test: 7 Breeders were assist- 
ed in bringing registrations up to 
date: 3 Fairs were attended; 19 
County Fairs were assisted with Hol- 
stein booths: 1 Black and White 
show was held in connection with 
state summer meetings, where 15 ex- 
hibitors showed 72 cattle: 10 days 
were spent in lining up Holsteins for 
Minnesota State Fair: 14 Breeding 
schools where held up with the co- 
operation of Dr. E. FE. Heiser; Many 
Holstein news items were prepared 
for local, daily and breed publica- 
tions: 1 Survey was made in Blue 
Earth county on the status of regis- 
tering pure bred Holsteins. Survey 
showed that the county had 432 reg- 
istered Holsteins and 423 pure bred 
Holsteins that were not vet register- 
ed: considerable time was put in on 
Holstein milk, particularly from the 
standpoint for color in milk. 

Northern Wisconsin—12 meetings 
and 1 conference were held with an 
attendance of 6,029. 140 Farm 
visits were made; 81 members signed 
up for County and State association; 


1 herd added to herd test: 2 Breed- 
crs assisted in getting registrations 
straightened out; 8 county clubs sup- 
plied with material for. booth at 
County Fair; 2 Black and White 
shows were held at which 39 breed- 
ers showed 93 head of cattle and 
where attendance was 4,500; 3 coun- 
ty associations were assisted in selec- 
ting county show herds; 5 Breeding 
schools were held with Dr. E. E. 
Heiser; 5 new articles prepared for 
local and Breed papers.

Volumes have been written in 
honor of the proven sires, singing 
high praises of their prepotency and 
ability to transmit type and produc- 
tion to their offspring, but little is 
ever written of the many great foun- 
dation cows. Occasionally, some 
great cow gets into print on the 
merits of her own high production, 
but even the credit is often given to 
her sire, and very little consideration 
given to her female ancestors.

The other four sons of this 
cow were sold into herds where no 
official testing was being done. How- 
ever, one was sold to a bull club 
where he was used in several herds.
